After wiping out 50 homes, the 


crackling flames swung west at 
midday to pine-bristling Porcu- 
pine Hill, engulfed ranch homes 
and moved toward heavy tim- 
ber on the town's border. 


Near Napa, a city of 45,000 


about 30 miles south of Calisto- 
ga, another forest fire destroyed 
several homes'in the hills. 


Whipped by wind, the fire 


moved to within a mile of 35 
expensive 
homes 
on 
Napa's 


northeast side. 


During the day, 10 different 


forest fires blazed in the Napa 
Valley, the worst at Calistoga. 


Fighter Runs For Life 


At midday, the Porcupine Hill 


fire 
jumped 
the 
Healdsburg 


road so suddenly that a fire 
fighter, Carl Allen, who had just 
parked his car, Bad no time to 
return to it but had to run for 
his life. The auto was destroyed. 


Copper-hued smoke from the 


fires rolled 70 miles south and 
spread an acrid pall over hills 
in the San Francisco Bay area. 


"That fire was like a mean 


thing with a brain," said Deputy 
Sheriff Al Lindhome after he 
stood with five others in a circle 
of flames and saved five homes. 


"It hit us from all sides." 
Leaping from tree to tree, the 


fire was whipped by 70-mile-an-

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Some Research 
On Researchers 


The role of the United States government 


in research activities has grown tremendously 
in the last two decades, until today it is the 
dominant force — both by demand and by con- 
tribution — but few persons know how exten- 
sive it really is. 


Even the President's Science Advisory Com- 


mittee, which is largely responsible for govern- 
ment research programs, has no conception how 
large government sponsorship of research has 
become — but it intends to find out. 


A study is now under way to catalog the 


vast network of research laboratories wholly 
owned by the government, critically analyze the 
work they are doing, and re-direct or eliminate 
activities which may have gone through lack 
of good management. 


The current study was triggered by dis- 


satisfaction about government research activi- 
ties, in part generated by complaints of private 
laboratories that competition from government 
units — both in funds available and in goals — 
is increasing, and partly by questions raised by 
Dr. James R. Killian Jr., science adviser to Presi- 
dent Eisenhower, who headed a committee of the 
National Science Foundation. The committee 
called for an examination, particularly in mili- 
tary research, to insure "their present and 
future missions be clear-cut and of high priority, 
and that their use of scientists and engineers be 
unmistakably in the national interest." 


That goal should hav<~ been the guiding light 


of government research all along. Not only does 
the government effectively control the future of 
many important scientific projects through its 
research efforts, but by monopolizing the talent 
and dollars available, also effectively determines 
what private research — that portion not par- 
tially financed by government grants — will be 
able to do.

Itchy Fingers And November 


The question of itchy fingers is a major preoccupa- 


tion with the politicians this autumn. Goldwater is ac- 
cused of having-an "irresponsible" trigger finger be- 
cause he advocates giving the NATO commander au- 
thority to use tactical atomic weapons without con- 
sulting the President in the event that the Russians 
pull a surprise nuclear infantry and tank attack on 
West Germany. Goldwater is, of course, merely- 
supporting what military men insist is a necessity if 
they hope to save their troops from almost instant 
obliteration. The military men — LeMay, Lemnitzer, 
Gen. Thomas S. Power — could speak out on this, buc 
they would have first to be unmuzzled. And someone 
might, of course, ask Ike Eisenhower, who might have 
felt encumbered if he had had to get on the phone 
to Washington to discuss the weather over the English 
Channel on the morning of D-Day. 


Common sense — which, 1 suppose, is as rare a 


commodity as there is — should tell the American 
voter that Goldwater is a responsible spokesman for 
trained military men when it comes to advocating 
that the NATO commander should have the authority 
to reply instantly in kind to a tactful nuclear attack. A 
soldier 
deprived for a critical period of the right 


to self-defense with the same weapon the enemy is 
using cannot possibly sustain his morale if, by chance, 
he is left alive to fire back after an inevitably time- 
consuming call by his commander to Washington or 
Texas. 


So much, (hen, for one imputation of Itchy 


fingers. If the allegation of trigger-happiness in this 
business of NATO defense is « phony, however, 
there is another charge of itchy fingers that can 
be sustained. And that is the charge of Hchy fingers 
monetary spigot. 


Suddenly, in the effort to attract votes, the erj 


in the higher echelons of the "in" party is to call for 
turning on every spigot possible. Representative John 
Dingell returns to Washington after a close victory in 
a Michigan Democratic primary with the news that a 
few o5d-age pensioners saved him from the so-callea 
backlash. So the orders have gone out to whip up en- 
thusiasm for medicare attached to social security. It 
does not matter that young married couples in their 
twenties, living on $5,000 a year, cannot 
possibly 


maintain private insurance if the social security bite is 
upped to pay for the federal hospitalization of anybody 
and everybody in the 65-year-lod brackets whether they 
have John D. Rockefeller resources or merely the 
income of a John Doe. It does not matter that the 
Kerr-Mills Act is already on the books to provide hos- 
pitalization for those who are truly in need. 


The cry 's out, too, to vote for partisans of the 


theory that the federal government must provide mass 
transit for our big cities, to pump in money for educa- 
tion, and to clear more downtown areas for resale at 
a favored price to redevelopers. Governor Pat Brown 
of California has written an article for Harper's Maga- 
zine asking for "massive" federal aid to the states, 
Bobby Kennedy in New York has implied that he will, 
if elected to the Senate, make New York City's traffic 
needs a federal concern. 


Now, 
if one thing is plain, it is that when tax 


— money is pumped from the slates to Washington and 
..Jtflen back again via federal bureaus, the bureau- 


crats take a hefty "living expense" cut from it. 
How much simpler it would be to let the states 
collect their own excise taxes. Or how much 
simpler it would be to accept Barry Gofdwater's 
proposal for a federal remission of a fair pro- 
portion of taxes to the states to ns« as focal 
citizens see fit. 


The states are quite capable of taking rare of their 


own needs if they have funds and local incentive to 
do it. One currently popular federal idea is that 
Washington should supply money to erase scars 
caused by strip mining. But in Indiana, for example, 
where (axes are levied on nominally worthless stripped- 
out coal areas, the owners of the land, to put value 
back into their taxed real estate, have reclaimed all 
save 3.S2I acres out of a total of 80,000. Every coal 
state could do what Indiana has done. But not if 
election-hungry politicians get iJieir itchy fingers on 
the federal spigot.

is defeated is of secondary impor- 
tance alongside the tragic fact 
that many of the 
millions -of 


Americans who have the right to 
vote do not know the basic ele- 
ments of the Constitution. They 
vote their prejudices and passions, 
instead of manifesting tolerance 
of an opposition viewpoint on con- 
stitutional questions. To punish a 
man in public office for voting to 
r e s p e c t existing constitutional 
precedents is to put a premium on 
insincerity. 


Each 
United 
States 
Senator 


takes an oath to uphold the con- 


• stitution. He is not 'supposed to 


yield to the temptation to buy 
votes at the expense of surrender- 
i n g 
conscientious 
convictions. 


Every Senator is obligated to vote 
on legislation 
not by 
guessing 


what someday the courts might 
decide is constitutional but with a 
reasoned judgment based on the 
actual 
precedents 
which have 


been handed down by the Supreme 
Court of the United Slates. 


It's possible, of course, that the 


latest decision of the three-judge 
federal court holding the "public 
accommodations" section of the 
civil rights law to be unconstitu- 
tional may be reversed later by 
a higher court.. For a majority of 
the justices on the Supreme Court 
today feel inclined to decide cases 
according to "the spirit of the 
times," rather than basing their 
action on precedents of past de- 
cisions as did the justices for 
many decades from the days of 
the founding of the republic.

Circuit—one of them a Court of 
Appeals judge—based their ruling, 
however, on existing precedents.

tled rule of constitutional law that 


goods cease to constitute a part

laws, when they are sent to a 
state, either for the purpose of a 
sale or in consequence of a sale. 


"The simple truth of the matter 


is that Congress has sought to 
put an end to racial discrimina- 
tion in all restaurants wherever 
situated 
regardless 
of whether 


there is any demonstrable casual 
connection between the activity of 
the particular restaurant in which 
enforcement of the act is sought 
and interstate commerce." 


The court further declared that 


if Congress were to possess "the

TAX CUT—Barry Goldwater's 


rallying cry is "A choice, not an 
echo!"

today in drafting new legislation 
that the Supreme Court will act 
like a partisan polilical body or 
heed the cries of the mob in 
street demonstrations or the so- 
phisticated 
arguments of those 


who prefer to stampede the court, 
rather than to proceed in the way 
prescribed in the Constitution it- 
self for amending the document. 
Such trends could disintegrate the 
original Constitution. 


If, indeed, the latest decision of 


the federal court is reversed, the 
right granted to Congress in the 
Constitution 
to "regulate com- 


merce among the several states" 
could be defined as covering any 
phase of the social life of the 
nation, and then the restrictions 
and safeguards in all the other 
clauses of the Constitution would, 
in effect, be nullified.

Earl M. Hughes, to 
Europe at the taxpayer's expense.

I have an ambivalent feeling 


about cops. 
When I was a police 


reporter, I knew some remark- 
ably good ones, colorful ones, and 
admirable ones. 
But also some 


bad ones. 
Police reporting left 


me with a residue of anti-coppism 
that I don't suppose I'll ever get 
rid of. 


My feeling is that cops are pub- 


licly admired when they're least 
admirable. 
Conversely, they get 


their skulls beaten in for their 
most admirable and 
misunder- 


stood moments. 
In Europe, for 


example, the Harlem riots make 
them out as brutal thugs beating 
up oppressed Negroes, when in 
fa^t the cops arc showing truly 
heroic restraint in dealing with 
teenage punks who would be call- 
ed that 
if they 
were 
another 


color. 


I've just read a book 
called 


"Mr. Ix)ve and Justice" 'not a 
new one, it was written in I960) 
by Colin Maclnnes, an excellent 
writer who is not nearly well- 
known 
enough 
in 
the 
United 


States. 
The title is a giveaway. 


The book is not so much a novel 
as a parable, a stately minuet 
between 
the criminal and 
the 


police. 
Maclnnes, 1 suspect, is 


pretty much anti-cop, but he tries 
U, be fair. 
"Mr. Love and Jus- 


tice" is about big city coppism, 
specifically London's, but it would 
be well understood in New York, 
Paris, or Chicago, perhaps not so 
applicable to Wichita or South 
Ipswich. 


In it the criminal—in this case, 


a "ponce" (pimp) and his prosti- 
tute and (he cop indulge in a 
stately, pre-ordained, and inevit- 
able ritual dance of mutual self- 
destruction. 


Maclnnes 
writes 
with 
great 


perspicacity: "The true copper's 
dominant characteristic, 
if 
the 


truth br known, is neither those 
daring nor vicious fjualities that 
are sometimes attributed to him 
by friend or enemy, but an in- 
grained conservatism, an almost 
desperate love of the conventional. 
It is untidiness, disorder, the un- 
usual, the copper disapproves of 
most of all. far more than of 
crime, which is a professional 
matter. 
Hence, his profound dis- 


like of people loitering in the 
streets, dressing 
extravagantly, 


speaking 
with 
exotic 
accents, 


being strange, weak, eccentric, or 
simply 
any rare minority — of 


their doing anything that can't 
be safely predicted." 


That's a very shrewd 
analysis 


and it applies to cops in Istanbul 
or anywhere. Maclnnes is writing 
about London's bobbies and Scot- 
land Yard men who are probably 
the world's most respected cops. 
Thorughout the book 
Maclnnes 


emphasizes the kinship in feeling 
between the cop and the robber, 
'' -• hunted and the hunter. 


"So far as I can see," says 


Frankie Uhe ponce of the tale), 
"the coppers are simply criminals 
who don't happen to commit 
crimes—not usually anyway—be- 
cause their graftv their occupa- 


tion, is not that but to detect 
them. 
But they've 
got 
th« 


criminal mentality, all right." 


Frankie points out that coppers 


only came into existence 100 or 
so years ago. "The world seems 
to have got on very well without 
them for thousands of years and 
someday they'll disappear p<= sud- 
denly as they appeared. 
We live 


in the age of coppers, but I don't 
suppose, like anything else, that 
it'll last forever. . . They say 
coppers suppress crime. My own 
feeling is that they create it. They

needs crime."
